LONDON, Aug. 13 [US>— The Brit- 
ish government announced today 
that Russia had asked Turkey for a 
rcvL^lon of the Montreux convention 
which now gives the Turks a Urge 
measure ol control over the Darda- 
nelles. 

The foreign office said the gor- 
emment had received a copy ot the 
Soviet note to Turkey asking for the 
Montreux revision. 

The Montreux announcement 
closely followed a report by the 
Ma^cow radio that secret documents 
trom the German foreign office re- 
vealing Turkey's wartime desire for 
the defeat of Russia had been issued 
by the Soviet foreign office. 

The deadline for requesting modi- 
fication ot the convention governing 
the Dardanelles passed fYlday nlf^L 
An early dbpateh from Turkey aald 
no signatory power asked lor revl- 
tion. and tlius Ihe convention was 
prolonged automatically for another 
live years. 

A foreign office spokesman sold 
Britain will support the demond for 
evlslon ot the convention, pointing 
lUt that both Britain and the 
United Stales agreed to this during 
the Potsdam conference when Rui- 
ralsed the question. 
: was believed thit Britain would 
support .American proposal! that 
the straits be opened to mcichaiit

If Russia insteiid of tlie Unltod Stute.s 
were aole possessor of a proven, workable 
atomic bomb, the Soviet position might be 
considered renllstlc. or even ruthless. If Rus- 
sia has never Intended to attempt production 
of atomic bombs— which is tct^ht doubted 
from some statements by Mr. Stalin and Mr. 
Molotov — this attitude could be ascribed to 
an admirable trust In sister nntlon.s never 
exhibited by the Soviet union up to now. 

But since the first hypnlhr.sls Is untrue 
and the second unlikely, the present Russian 
plan appears' surprL';lnffly unrealistic. Let 
us look at Mr. Oromyko's arguments frorn the 
. viewpoint of a government which ha^ not 
progressed as far In atomic development as 
the United States, which professes to despise 
the "blackmail and atomic diplomacy"' of 
American policy, and to tear the war-mon- 
gering of "reactionary circles" In America. 

Russia wantfl control of atomic energy kept 
In the security council, not vested In an 
Independent International agency. But In 
any event, the veto power must remain. 
Russia admits that security council action 
might be necc.isary to prevent atomic viola- 
tions, but at the same time she wants an 
arranftement whereby any of the big powers 
could block such action by the veto, 

Russia would have the Individual signa- 
tories to a treaty of atomic enerfry control 
enact their own "severe punishments" against 
treaty violations. Atomic development, how- 
ever, Is such a vast, expensive proposition 
that only a government could finance It. 
Hence a government would not only know 
of violations, but would order them. It Is 
naive to suppose that a government, under 
such circumstances would "severely punish" 
lUeir. 

Russia opposes International Inspection of 
atomic Installations as a violation of national 
sovereignty. Thus a grcal power bent on 
atomic war would have yet another .■safeguard 
during Its preparation. In sliort, the Ru.sslan 
plan would give all the breaks to a "war- 
mongering" America which already has the 
bomb, while the American Baruch plan would- 
seem to offer Ru.wla much better protection 
under present clrcunislances. 

This Is cold-blooded rensonlng which for- 
tunately does not conform to our official 
policy. But It seems that If Russian leaders 
are as 'Tcallsllc" as advertised, and as 
Inimical to western capitalism as their offi- 
cial publications say they are, the above line 
of reasoning would be more In character. 

Yet the plan which they are urgently press- 
ing seems to disregard the fact that the de- 
velopment of atomic explosives and of un- 
believably swift means of carrying them Is 
eomething so new, different and deadly as 
to make all the old considerations, analogies 
and practices outmoded and beside the point.

UNITED CHHISTIAN ACTION 
Publication of Charles Darwin's revolu- 
tionary writings on evolution was followed by 
years of bitter contention between science 
and religion. (The famous Scopes "evolution 
trial" in Dayton, Tenn., 'took place only 21 
years ago.) It seemed to many that these two 
forces were irreconcilable, and that the en- 
lightened ■world would be forced to make Its 
choice between fundamentalist theology and 
a faithless materialism. 

But the time passed and tempers cooled, 
Bclcntlsts who were devout Christians and 
liberal members of the clergy pleaded their 
cases with sincerity, and were finally listened 
to with respect. The idea that science and 
religion were compatible and complementary 
took root. 

Today one of the top best sellers is a book 
called "Peace of Mind," which sets forth a 
persuasive argument for the power ot psy- 
ch!atT7 and rellglotu belief, working hand in 
hand, to bring eomfprt nnd cure. 

So Dcrhaps a similar reconciliation can be 
brought about between the antagonistic 
forces of religion and International politics. 
Certainly it should be. And there are signs 
■from the World Council of Churches Cortfer- 
ence In London that an effort may be made 
to do BO. 

It is encouraging to see John Foster Dulles 
among the leaders in this eltort. Mr, Dulles Is 
both an active Presbyterian layman and an 
experlencod and acknowledged authority on 
foreign aflairs. For moat of his mature Ilia 
he hu been intimately connected with Inter- 
naUonal polIUcs. 

And 80 when he can say, after a long and 
potentially disenchanting career, that "the 
moral and spiritual forces of the world, in- 
adequate aa they are, etlll have power enough 
to MCUre a Jiut and luUng peace," one may 
safely put it down aa comldered judgment 
and not rhatorlc, - - — --^
